State Representative Adeline 
Geo-Karis, (R-Zion) has joined 
with Rep. Roman Kosinski

legislation that would impose 
mandatory life imprisonment 
without probation on an 
individual convicted for the 
third time of committing a 
violent crime. 

"1 have long felt that the state 
should provide some deterrent 
to those who commit crimes of 
violence time after time," Rep.

The legislation is actually in 



the form of an amendment to a 
bill which addresses itself to 
repeated offenders in the 
matter of crimes of violence, 
and sets forth the legal 
technicalities involved. 



"The public must absolutely 
be afforded some protection 
from habitual, violent crimin- 
als," Rep. Geo-Karis said. 

"They are repeatedly convicted 



of violent crimes; sentenced to 
jail; paroled; and then proceed 
to commit violence again.

Budget of Congress 
Grows By 68 1 %

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Members of Congress do a lot 
of talking about the size, cost . 
and power of the executive 
branch of 'government without 
seeing to it that their own house 
is clean. - \ 

A recent study conducted by 
an independent organization 
discovered some amazing facts 
about the nation's lawmakers;. 

In 1954, for example, Con- 
gress employed 4,500 people and 
had a budget of $42 million. In 
1974, Congress employed 16,000 
people and had a budget of $328 
million. 

This is a 256 percent increase 
in staff and 681 percent in 
budget - more than could be 
justified by the worst kind of 
runaway Inflation. ' 

THE SITUATION is even 
worse when you understand 
that neither the membership 
nor the work output of the 
Senate and House lias increased 
in 20 years. 
In fact, the number of bills 
. enacted in 1974 was exactly the 

"xwmmmmmmm. 
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ago, when Congress had only, 
one-third the staff and budget it 
has today. 

Legislative reorganization of 
the Congress in 1946 pared down 
the number of standing commit- 
tees to 19 in the House and 15 in 
the Senate. Although the 
number of standing committees 
has changed very- little since 
then, many subcommittees 
have been created to take the 
place of those abolished in 1946. 

IN THE LAST Congress there 
were 147 subcommittees in the 
Senate and 133 in the House. 
There are nine committees 
handling environmental legisla- 
tion, and three committees plus 
a presidential commission 
investigating the CIA. 

The Senate Judiciary Com- 
mittee alone had 177 em- 
ployees; House Education and 
Labor Committee has 122 
employees. In his farewell 
address to the Senate, Sen. 
George Aiken (R-Vt), chided 
his fellow members for "this 
"unholy expansion of commit- 
tees, subcommittees and staff 
v personnel which has mugh- 
/; roomed £ to. an^uoconsciojiabie 




extent during the last decade." 

PUBLIC INSIGHT into this 
expansion is very limited. 
Although Congress oversees the 
budget of the entire federal 
bureaucracy - including ' the 
President's own staff - Congress 
alone decides how much to 
spend oh itself .
